INSTRUCTIONS   CONCERNING  MEAT   INSPECTION. 
Return  of  Meat  and  Products  to  Official  Establishments,  Etc. 

There  appears  to  be  a  misunderstanding  on  the  part  of  inspectors  in  charge 
respecting  the  return  to  official  establishments  of  meat  and  meat  food  products 
which  are  sound,  healthful,  wholesome,  and  fit  for  human  food,  and  those  which, 
since  original  shipment,  are  alleged  to  have  become  unsound,  unheal thful,  unwhole- 
some, or  unfit  for  human  food. 

Meat  or  meat  food  product  which  has  been  U.  S.  Inspected  and  Passed  and  is  so 
marked,  and  which  has  not  been  processed  without  Federal  inspection,  may  be 
shipped  and  reshipped  in  interstate  commerce  so  long  as  the  product  remains  sound, 
healthful,  wholesome,  and  fit  for  human  food. 

U.  S.  Inspected  and  Passed  meat  or  meat  food  product  which  has  been  forwarded 
from  an  official  establishment  in  interstate  commerce  and  which  is  refused  by  a  con- 
signee because  the  product  is  not  the  kind  or  quality  ordered,  or  refused  for  any 
reason  other  than  that  the  meat  or  meat  food  product  is  alleged  or  known  to  have 
become  unsound,  unwholesome,  or  otherwise  unfit  for  human  food,  may  be  diverted 
to  another  consignee  and  destination  under  Regulation  25,  section  10,  B.  A.  I.  Order 
150,  if  a  new  shipping  certificate  in  accordance  with  Regulation  25,  section  11,  is 
iturnished  to  the  common  carrier;  or  the  shipment  may  be  returned  to  the  original 
shipper  under  a  new  certificate  in  accordance  with  Regulation  25,  section  11. 

U.  S.  Inspected  and  Passed  meat  or  meat  food  product  which,  since  original  ship- 
ment, is  alleged  to  have  become  unsound,  unwholesome,  or  otherwise  unfit  for 
human  food,  may  be  returned  (except  from  an  official  establishment)  to  and  received 
•at  an  official  establishment  in  intrastate  or  interstate  trade  only  in  accordance  with 
Regulation  25,  section  19,  paragraph  2,  and  no  meat  or  meat  food  product  which  is 
returned  because  of  its  alleged  unsound  condition  to  an  official  establishment  may 
be  admitted  into  any  official  establishment  until  the  provisions  of  the  paragraph 
last  mentioned  have  been  complied  with. 
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Inspectors  in  charge  of  meat  inspection  will  please  advise  the  managements  of 
establishments  under  their  supervision  of  these  requirements  and  request  that  they 
direct  their  traveling  salesmen  and  mail-order  clerks  to  inform  customers,  at  the 
time  of  sales,  of  the  procedure  necessary  to  cover  the  lawful  return  to  official  estab- 
lishments of  meat  and  meat  food  product,  in  order  that  the  product  may  be  duly 
admitted  into  an  establishment. 

Stamps  and  Certificates  for  Inedible  Products. 

"Inedible  Product"  stamps  and  certificates  will  soon  be  furnished  to  meat- 
inspection  stations  for  use  in  lieu  of  "Animal  Product"  stamps  and  certificates. 
They  will  be  made  of  yellow  paper,  and  should  be  used  only  to  cover  export  ship- 
ments of  the  same  classes  of  products  for  which  "Animal  Product"  stamps  and 
certificates  have  been  used,  viz,  hoofs,  horns,  bones,  casings,  bladders,  bungs,  etc., 
which  are  from  animals  free  from  contagious  diseases,  such  as  anthrax,  contagious 
pleuro-pneumonia,  rinderpest,  foot-and-mouth  disease,  etc. 

Tin  Trays  for  Use  with  Metal  Brands. 

Hereafter  all  tin  trays  sent  out  for  use  in  branding  boxes  will  be  only  one-half 
inch  in  thickness,  and  in  order  to  prevent  the  nicking  of  the  metal  brands  by  com- 
ing into  contact  with  the  sides  of  the  tray,  all  employees  in  charge  of  the  work  of 
branding  are  required  to  use  two  pieces  of  felt  in  each  tray. 

Business  of  Establishments  Held  Confidential. 

Employees  of  the  Bureau  are  cautioned  not  to  divulge  any  information  relative  to 
the  character  or  volume  of  business  done  at  official  establishments  except  to  report 
through  official  channels  to  the  Washington  office. 


SUBSTANCES  PERMITTED  FOR  OFFICIAL  DIPPING  OF  SHEEP. 

The  use  of  the  following-named  substances  is  permitted  by  the  Department  in  the 
official  dipping  of  sheep  for  scabies.  Employees  will  carefully  note  the  similarit)^  of 
names  of  some  of  these  dips  and  will  use  care  to  avoid  confusion  as  to  the  various  dips 
and  dilutions. 

"  Carboline,"  a  coal-tar  creosote  dip,  manufactured  for  the  Globe  Oil  Company, 
Cleveland,  Ohio.  Dilution  permitted,  1  gallon  of  Carboline  to  not  more  than  71 
gallons  of  water. 

"  Oresolene,"  a  coal-tar  creosote  dip,  manufactured  by  the  Coulson  Poultry  and 
Stock  Food  Company  (Incorporated),  Petaluma,  Cal.  Dilution  permitted,  1  gallon 
of  Cresolene  to  not  more  than  52  gallons  of  water. 

"Eureka  Stock  Dip,"  a  coal-tar  creosote  dip,  manufactured  for  the  George  H.  Moore 
Supply  Company,  Kansas  City,  Mo.  Dilution  permitted,  1  gallon  of  Eureka  Stock 
Dip  to  not  more  than  70  gallons  of  water. 

"  K.  K.  Hog  and  Sheep  D/p,"  a  coal-tar  creosote  dip,  manufactured  for  the  Home 
Medicine  Company,  La  Harpe,  111.  Dilution  permitted,  1  gallon  of  K.  K.  Hog  and 
Sheep  Dip  to  not  more  than  67  gallons  of  water.  This  dip  should  not  be  confused 
with  K.  K.  Animal  Dip,  the  use  of  which  in  official  dipping  was  authorized  by  Serv- 
ice Announcements  of  September  16,  1907,  page  7.  Only  those  packages  which  are 
labeled  K.  K.  Hog  and  Sheep  Dip  may  be  diluted  in  proportion  of  1  gallon  to  67  gal- 
lons of  water.  Packages  labeled  K.  K.  Animal  Dip  should  be  used  only  in  the  pro- 
portion of  1  gallon  to  45  gallons  of  water. 

"  Red  Star  Antiseptine,"  a  coal-tar  creosote  dip,  manufactured  for  the  Clinton  Oil 
Company,  Cleveland,  Ohio.  Dilution  permitted,  1  gallon  of  Red  Star  Antiseptine  to 
not  more  than  72  gallons  of  water. 
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"Red  Star  Dip  and  Disinfectant"  a  coal-tar  creosote  dip,  manufactured  for  the  Clin- 
ton Oil  Company,  Cleveland,  Ohio.  Dilution  permitted,  1  gallon  of  Red  Star  Dip 
and  Disinfectant  to  not  more  than  52  gallons  of  water. 

"  Tiger  Dip  and  Disinfectant,"  a  coal-tar  creosote  dip,  manufactured  for  the  Howard 
Oil  and  Grease  Company,  Cleveland,  Ohio.  Dilution  permitted,  1  gallon  of  Tiger 
Dip  and  Disinfectant  to  not  more  than  52  gallons  of  water. 

"  Tiger  Dipoleum,"  a  coal-tar  creosote  dip,  manufactured  for  the  Howard  Oil  and 
Grease  Company,  Cleveland,  Ohio.  Dilution  permitted,  1  gallon  of  Tiger  Dipoleum 
to  not  more  than  72  gallons  of  water. 

Inspectors  will  not  permit  the  use  in  official  dipping  of  packages  of  these  dips  which 
are  not  labeled  in  accordance  with  the  above  specifications,  nor  will  they  permit  the 
use  inofficial  dipping  of  any  proprietary  dip  which  does  not  bear  the  guaranty 
required  of  manufacturers  by  the  regulations,  B.  A.  I.  Order  143  and  amendments 
thereto,  or  which  in  any  manner  violates  the  provisions  of  said  regulations  or 
amendments. 

Change  in  Name  of  Dip. 

"jB.  &  C.  Cresol  Dip." — The  name  of  "B.  C.  Cresol  Dip,"  a  cresol  dip  the  use  of 
which  was  authorized  by  Service  Announcements  of  April  15,  1908,  page  40,  has  been 
changed  to  "B.  &C.  Cresol  Dip,"  manufactured  by  Foster  Burns  &  Co.,  Chicago,  111. 
The  dilution  permitted  is  1  gallon  of  B.  &  C.  Cresol  Dip  to  not  more  than  141  gallons 
of  water. 


ECONOMY  REQUIRED  IN  ORDERING  AND  USING  SUPPLIES. 

Inspectors  in  charge  are  urged  to  scrutinize  carefully  all  requests  for  printed  forms 
and  other  supplies  before  forwarding  them  to  the  Washington  office.  Reasonable 
quantities  of  bureau  supplies,  based  upon  actual  requirements,  should  be  kept  on 
hand  at  stations,  but  the  extravagant  use  of  blank  forms  defeats  the  attempts  of  the 
Washington  office  to  keep  a  stock  on  hand  and  can  not  be  tolerated.  The  use  of 
blank  forms  for  making  memoranda  should  not  be  permitted,  as  it  depletes  the 
supply  of  blanks  which  it  may  take  weeks  to  replace. 

The  Washington  office  bases  its  orders  for  supplies  upon  liberal  estimates  of  the 
number  required  at  all  stations,  but  reckless  and  unreasonable  requests  operate  to  so 
reduce  the  stock  that  in  many  cases  the  supply  is  exhausted  before  the  expiration  of 
half  the  period  it  should  last.  This  was  recently  illustrated  in  the  request  received 
from  a  bureau  station  for  a  supply  of  certain  forms  which,  on  the  basis  of  current 
actual  needs  of  that  particular  station,  would  have  lasted  twenty  years.  It  will  be 
readily  seen  that  if  such  requests  are  not  cut  down  the  stock  is  soon  depleted,  and 
before  another  supply  can  be  received  from  the  printer  other  requests  for  the  same 
supplies,  even  if  urgent  and  reasonable,  can  not  be  filled. 


VACANCIES  CAUSED  BY  RESIGNATION,  REMOVAL,  ETC. 

When  an  inspector  in  charge  recommends  the  acceptance  of  the  resignation  or  the 
removal  from  the  service  of  a  bureau  employee  the  Washington  office  will  make  no 
arrangements  for  filling  his  place  unless  specifically  requested  to  do  so. 


REGISTRATION  OF  OFFICIAL  MAIL. 

The  Department  has  been  notified  by  the  Post-Office  Department  that  under  a 
ruling  of  the  Attorney-General  of  the  United  States  employees  of  this  Department 
stationed  outside  of  Washington,  D.  0.,  are  not  entitled  to  free  registration  of  official 
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mail  matter.  It  will  therefore  be  necessary  for  such  employees,  in  order  to  register 
mail  matter,  to  pay  the  regular  fee  of  8  cents.  Such  fees  on  official  mail  may  be  in- 
cluded in  expense  accounts  when  covered  by  the  terms  of  letters  of  authorization. 


SEPARATE  TRANSPORTATION  REQUESTS  FOR  PULLMAN  AND  RAILROAD 

FARES. 

Employees  traveling  on  business  of  the  Bureau  are  directed  to  use  separate  trans- 
portation requests  for  Pullman  accommodations  and  railroad  fares. 


PAY  ROLLS   TO   BE   TYPEWRITTEN. 

Monthly  pay  rolls  should  be  typewritten  at  all  stations  provided  with  machines. 
If  it  is  found  impracticable  to  typewrite  the  entire  roll,  the  names  only  may  be 
typewritten  in  the  proper  column  and  the  remainder  filled  in  with  pen.  It  is  essen- 
tial that  all  names  be  absolutely  correct,  and  in  accordance  with  those  appearing  on 
the  commission.
